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mixture befitting a child her age. Her father considers the 
family’s approach “pretty laid back. ... She plays so many 
sports, we can’t make it all.” 

Bay Club teaching professional Ben Egan applauds 
the Ruel family’s broad approach to Willow’s experiences, 
including sports. 

“Golf’s not number one for her right now. She 
practices a lot, working on her short game, chipping, and 
putting, and will play a round here or there,” he said. “1 
think she’s just a good athlete. I think the fact that she’s 
involved in so many other sports ... it’s crucial to be 
involved in other sports in the development of an athlete. 
They will make you better in your individual sports.” 

Willow entered her first Drive, Chip, & Putt 
competition, golf’s version of football’s longstanding 
Punt, Pass, & Kick competition, in 2017 at age 5 at the Bay 
Club, where her grandparents Jon Sr. and Joan are charter 
members. In the competition, players make three drives, 
three chips, and three putts. 

“They award you for putts and chips. Driving is 
negatable in the points scheme because they can’t hit it 
far. They can only hit it, like, 150, 160 (yards),” Ruel Jr. 
explained. “For their age, there’s nobody really killing it, 
so it comes down to the mental fortitude of chipping and 
putting.” 

As the old saying goes, drive for show and putt for 
dough. 

“T thought I was not going to do good on the 
chipping, but I almost made one in, and I got a 50 (score) 
on chipping and a 50 on putting,” said Willow, who 
obviously enjoys putting the biscuit in the basket and 
putting good numbers on the board. 

In hockey, she skates at center or right wing and in 
soccer she is a striker. “I do remember putting one in the 
hole with my pitching wedge,” she recalled. “I was right 
in front of the hole, and it was in a PGA game. ... It was at 
Acushnet (River Valley GC), and I chipped it up and I got 
a two on a par four.” 

According to Egan, Willow’s chipping and putting 
improved substantially in 2021, thanks to practice. “With 
her grandpa, they’d spend hours down in our short-game 
area,” he said.

A Kettle of Red-Tailed Hawks 
By George B. Emmons 

The red-tailed hawk is commonly seen by 
birdwatchers on the south shore of Buzzards Bay soaring 
high above open country fields or circling high over 
suburban cities. It is one of the largest birds of prey with a 
4-foot wingspan and high profile overhead, searching for 
something to eat. 

Its diet consists of small rodents such as voles, 
squirrels, mice, rabbits, shrews, amphibians, reptiles, 
and birds, especially easy-to-spot red-winged blackbirds. 
Its high degree of predatory skill to take a large variety 
of prey was greatly admired by Native Americans, who 
honored their place in the scheme of predation with the 
title of its elevated place in the avian wild as “the red 
hunter.” 

Birdwatchers have a descriptive, official vocabulary 
for groups of birds that go back in the English language 
for some 500 years. They are in continuous use to this 
very day, like a gaggle of geese, a murder of crows, and a 
kettle of hawks, as in my illustration. 

Sometimes a group of red-tails is also given the title 
of a caste, or a boil, when at dawn they boil up from the 
ground into high altitudes on thermals of air pockets 
rising from the morning sun and warming up air currents 
of cold, overnight air. This describes the red-tails’ habit 
of gaining elevation to widen visibility of a field of 
observation. 

The red-tail also gets attention in birdwatchers with 
an elaborate aerial courtship display while matching up 
before nesting with a female. The male attracts mating

Actual breeding of red-tails follows extensive 
acrobatics to become monogamous to remain together 
for the rest of their lives, as many other wild birds like 
Canada geese. 

However, the most moving, spectacular red- 
tailed hawk gathering and geographical movement is 
the autumnal migration that often makes up the early 
November sky. It may appear anytime between 8:00 am 
and 4:00 pm. It can be seen from high ridges and points of 
coastal Buzzards Bay with a history of seasonal sightings. 

Flights tend to be irregular when making up with 
small numbers, but as they move in common destination, 
they merge with others, and tens become hundreds and 
then thousands, all in spaced-out formation between 
individuals. 

With your binoculars, what you are watching 
in motion before your very wondering eyes is often 
prompted by weather and atmospheric pressure in sync 
with spheres of planetary powers in the heavens, as 
witnessed from your own bird-watching station on earth.

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According to reports, as of Monday, St. Hilaire, 62, 
was in stable condition in the Intensive Care Unit at St.

Marion Select Board

The Town of Marion will host a succession of Open 
House events on Saturday, November 6, beginning 
at 10:00 am with the dedication of the restored Town 
House, followed at 11:00 am by a visit to the site of the 
new Marine Center at Island Wharf to showcase and 
answer questions and, at noon, the proposed site of a new 
Department of Public Works. 

Town Administrator Jay McGrail considers public 
attendance at the DPW site visit to be a critical piece of 
the exposure he believes citizens need in order to grasp 
the extent of the necessity of a new, state-of-the-art facility. 
To that end, McGrail has arranged for a van and a driver 
from the Council on Aging to provide a shuttle service to 
each site. 

“Similar with our harbor project, these guys are 
working in ridiculous conditions,” said McGrail during 
the November 2 Select Board meeting. 

Most of the DPW buildings are unheated and were 
moved to their present location in the 1950s. The current 
structures do not meet OSHA regulations and other safety 
standards, much less make for comfortable working 
conditions. Gear lays outside without the proper tools to 
wash and maintain it.

Davis appeared before the board to advocate for a new 
facility and handed the baton to Will Saltonstall, the 
proprietor of Saltonstall Architects, who early in the 
year won the bid to provide a conceptual design and 
preliminary budget estimation. 

Saltonstall is also the chairman of the Planning 
Board. 

The initial estimations of cost of three buildings plus 
site work is $3,836,418, and the estimated total project cost 
is $4,456,000. 

In providing a slide presentation shared via 
computer, Saltonstall told the board he enlisted Field 
Engineering for civil purposes and PMNC as a cost- 
estimating firm. He called the design a needs-based

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process, starting with critical regulatory requirements and 
arrived at three buildings: an operations center, a covered 
vehicle storage facility, and a salt storage facility. 

Heating and cooling systems are yet to be designed, 
but “based on some good assumptions” and a budget- 
pricing approach, Saltonstall offered diagrams that 
considered three sites near the wastewater treatment plant 
office, choosing two of those sites. 

On the site closest to the WWTP will sit an 
operations building measuring 103 feet by 43 feet with a 
19-by-43-foot employee focus area. Across a small parking 
lot will be a parking building for town utility vehicles 
measuring 103 feet by 40 feet with a one-way roof. 

The buildings will be pre-engineered metal 
structures with low roof pitch angled toward the south to 
accommodate the potential of solar panels. 

On the other side of the WWTP office to the west 
will be a salt storage building measuring 60 by 52 feet that 
is made of a special fabric with a 12 to 15-year life and a 
$4,000 to $5,000 replacement cost. 

Saltonstall told Select Board Chair Norm Hills that 
the salt storage structure will not need a 110-mph wind 
standard but is designed to meet “a really high standard.” 

Referencing queries as to why not build a more 
permanent structure, Saltonstall said that would double 
or even triple the cost. 

McGrail said the goal of the year-long effort is to 
bring a proposal to Spring Town Meeting. “One thing 
that’s really helped with the (Capital Improvements 
Planning Committee),” said McGrail, is to “walk the 
area.” 

He anticipates a public meeting after the holidays 
for a more formal presentation to solicit community 
feedback. 

“We're in a unique situation this year,” said McGrail, 
who hopes the town will capitalize on the sale of its 
Atlantis Drive facility. Coupled with spending turn-backs, 
Marion in a position to borrow $3 million and pay the rest 
in free cash, the majority from the Atlantis Drive sale, he 
explained. 

The project would need a two-thirds vote at Spring 
Town Meeting and a vote at the ballot box as well, 
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according to McGrail. 

“I’m planning on taking the ball and running with 
it,” he said. 

Frank McNamee from the Sippican Historical 
Society will participate with McGrail and the Select Board 
in Saturday’s tour, and there will be refreshments courtesy 
of Select Board member John Waterman. 

DPW Director Nathaniel Munafo reported that the 
last sludge was removed from the wastewater treatment 
plant lagoon No. 1 on October 15, and that Methuen 
Construction has installed a 4-foot wall and is presently 
grading the banks to make them ready for the Multi-Flo 
effluent. 

The project is behind schedule for a number of 
reasons, said Munafo, but Methuen is working overtime 
and staying late to accelerate the project. 

Select Board member Randy Parker asked about 
the large boulders that were removed. Munafo said that 
no contaminant was found in the rocks, so the town can 
dispose of them. He indicated there is interest by some 
looking to purchase them. “What we don’t want to do is 
just create more piles out back,” said Munafo. 

J.H. Waters, Inc., the engineering firm dealing with 
the installation of the liner, is scheduled to be in Marion 
in December and is targeting a January 31 completion, 
matching compliance orders with state Department of 
Environmental Protection. 

Meantime, Munafo said the town is looking at

downtime that another weather event might cause. 

Munafo told the board that 200 residents took 
advantage of the brush drop-off at Benson Brook Transfer 
Station, so the DPW is continuing the drop-off program 
through November on Saturdays from 8:00 am to 3:00 pm. 
The drop-off will be limited to Marion residents free of 
charge, no contractors allowed. 

Munafo asked residents that if there is a tree down 
in their yard, have a company cut it up and remove it and 
that no storm debris be left at curbside. 

In a 6:45 pm appointment, the Marine Resources 
Commission was back before the Select Board and 
achieved closure on new Aquaculture Regulations, as the 
board voted to adopt the new regulations. 

The MRC and Select Board will review on an annual 
until there are no major concerns. Waterman thanked 
MRC Chairman Vin Malkoski and Harbormaster Isaac 
Perry, who in turn credited Shellfish Officer Adam 
Murphy for his work on the regulations. Hills also 
thanked the businessmen who farm in the waters for their 
feedback. 

The Select Board voted to approve an entertainment 
license for Mike Achilles of the Mary Celeste through 
FY21 June 30). McGrail told the board he has not fielded 
a single complaint since the temporary license was issued 
90 days ago subject to Tuesday’s review. Achilles reported 
that parking sign he agreed to post is up. The license will 
be renewed annually. 

Hills thanked Achilles for his cleanup efforts on 
Saturday morning at the Music Hall. 

The Select Board voted to approve a new, five- 
year contract for McGrail, in the interest of remaining 
competitive with other towns in order to retain McGrail’s 
services. 

McGrail only half-joked when he said the last two 
years have amounted to a degree in crisis management. 
“All the staff has been thick as thieves doing it with us,” 
he said. 

Other voted actions by the Select Board approved: 
asking SRPEDD to fund the long-range parking study 
for Marion village, the reappointment of Jeff Oakes to 
the role of liaison to the South Coast Bikeway Alliance, 
proposed changes to correct a blunder with the Great Hill 
deed that facilitates the water tower, and a water /sewer 
commitment of $2,560.69 for final readings on September 
30. 

McGrail announced that Marion will host a Veterans 
Day Ceremony on Thursday, November 11, at 11:00 am, 
and the town is planning a Christmas Party on December 
14 at the Cushing Community Center following any 
necessary Select Board business. 

McGrail urged residents looking to use the message 
board at Route 6 and Front Street to act as soon as possible 
to fill out the online form on the Select Board’s page of 
the town website, marionma.gov, to address requests, and 
reach out ASAP. Town events take precedence. 
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The next meeting of the Marion Select Board will be 
held on Tuesday, November 16, at 6:00 pm. 


Selectmen Vote Against Split Tax Rate 
Rochester Board of Selectmen 
By Mick Colageo 

The Rochester Board of Selectmen held a public 
hearing during the November 1 meeting in which it heard 
from Board of Assessors representative Karen Trudeau on 
Tax Rate Classification for Fiscal Year 2022. 

In accordance with the Board of Assessors’ 
recommendation that the Board of Selectmen vote against 
a split tax rate, against three exemptions heard, and in 
favor of the factor of one, Selectman Woody Hartley 
motioned that the board vote to tax residential and 
commercial, industrial, and personal business properties 
at the same rate for FY22. A unanimous vote carried. 

The report includes a total value of real estate 
and personal property of $1,188,414,033 in Rochester, a 
10.18-percent increase over last year. The new tax levy 
total is $15,143,003. The Excess Levy is $7,383.60. 

For FY22, the estimated tax rate was set at $12.74 per 
$1,000. The average single-family assessment is $471,053, 
up 3.93-percent from last year, and the average tax bill 
is $6,001.22. The average condominium assessment is 
$443,936, up 2.74-percent from last year, and the average 
tax bill is $5,655.75. 

Residential property, valued at $1,030,661,154, 
makes up 86.726-percent of land in Rochester, which has 
13.46-percent in commercial (3.174-percent at $37,714,816), 
industrial (5.188-percent at $61,812,533) and personal 
(4.904-percent at $58,225,500) property. Small businesses 
and Chapter land dominate in town, so the Board of 
Assessors recommended against a split tax rate. Estimated 
tax rates were established by using a 150-percent 
allowable shift. 

The three exemptions that the Board of Assessors 
recommended against adopting included an Open 
Space Discount, a Residential Exemption, and a Small 
Commercial Exemption. 

There are no “open spaces” in Rochester 
(undeveloped but not Chapter Land or subject to a 
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Periaanent Conservation Restriction). Residential 
exemptions are popular in towns with many second 
homes (Rochester has only three). The property owner 
would receive the Small Commercial Exemption, not 
the business owner on that property (Rochester has an 
exemption for Personal Property businesses valued at 
$1,000 or less). 

In her Town Administrator’s Report, Suzanne 
Szyndlar told the selectmen that the town’s application 
for a public safety feasibility study grant was not 
approved. Szyndlar called it “a good try,” and said it was 
“written very well” with assistance from SRPEDD but 
“didn’t make the cut.” 

Szyndlar said Rochester has money in its

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Stabilization Fund and is looking into hard quotes to take 
a different route toward realizing that study. 

An October 27 Zoom meeting brought about 
some frustration from various towns over the drag on 
establishing municipal electricity aggregation plans, 
Rochester included. Szyndlar said there has been 600 days 
without action and no answers on the holdup. “You could 
hear the frustration in everybody’s voice when they were 
talking,” said Szyndlar. 

A municipal aggregation plan allows residents to get 
a fixed rate on electricity bills. 

Selectman Paul Ciaburri indicated that utilities are 
on the rise, telling the meeting he received an email from 
the gas company forecasting a dramatic increase. Ciaburri 
called it a “big hit,” and added, “Gas rates have been 
fairly low.” 

Hartley suggested a letter be written to the offices of 
Senator Michael Rodrigues and Representative William 
Straus. Rodrigues, reported Szyndlar, attended Old 
Colony Regional Vocational Technical High School’s first 
legislative breakfast meeting, and said there are more to 
come as Old Colony looks to expand. 

The selectmen voted to sign Police Chief Robert 
Small’s recommendation of Allison Rego as new staff 
sergeant. Rego’s selection was the product of multiple 
reviews from inside and outside the department. 
According to Small, the final phase of evaluation 
incorporated performance with interviews conducted 
by outside agencies, and the review produced three 
candidates, the highest scorer of which was Rego. 

Accompanied by her parents and her boyfriend, 
Rego’s appointment was cause for celebration. 

The selectmen also recognized Kory Lydon as the 
town’s HIPAA Compliance officer effective November 1. 
Lydon was recently hired as the town’s treasurer. 

The Selectmen voted to add Kathy McHenry to 
its roster of appointments for the clerical activities to 
satisfy the requirements of the American Rescue Plan 
Act (ARPA). McHenry will essentially act in support 
of Szyndlar as the two hold down the authorized 
representative, recipient, preparer, and submitter roles for 
ARPA funding purposes.

Szyndlar said that the town’s recycling program 
will continue to use the pink bag pickup. The scheduled 
discussion of the Simple Recycling contract with Sonny 
Wilkens was pushed to the board’s next agenda. 

In concluding her report, Szyndlar publicly thanked 
the Rochester Highway, Fire, and Police Departments 
for their work during last week’s storm. “They did an 
awesome job, they really did,” she said. 

Ciaburri said 16 crews worked during the storm, 
some from out of state, and did “a wonderful job.” 
Rochester had 99-percent of its residents’ power back by 
6:00 pm Saturday. He also noted that the Highway and 
Fire Departments cleared the roads to make it much easier 
for the utility trucks to do their work. 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey said he hopes by the end 
of the week to work out an access agreement with the 
solar leasing company planning to install an array at the 
Rochester Memorial School parking lot. While the original 
form gave the company access without prior notice to the 
school principal (Derek Medeiros), Bailey said that if it’s 
not an emergency, “They should really work it out with 
the school.” 

The selectmen went into executive session to discuss 
negotiations with non-union personnel and did not return 
to open session. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Board of

another bylaw that may or may not pass with voters, 
Planning Board Chairman Will Saltonstall mused as to 

the possibility that the town could levy a fine in excess of 
what the state levies based on the latter’s law for tossing 
trash out of car windows. But it was explained to him that 
the town cannot supersede the state’s fine. 

Going back to the drawing board is easier said 
than done. “I haven’t finished licking my wounds,” 
joked member Norm Hills, who chairs the Bylaw 
Codification Committee and spearheaded the recent effort 
to thoroughly examine, revise as necessary, and update 
Marion's bylaws. 

Eileen Marum said she has not succeeded in 
reaching the designated contact person to discuss 
potential availability of the Music Hall on behalf of the 
Southeastern Massachusetts League of Women Voters. 
Terri Santos, the administrative assistant for the Planning 
Board, told Marum she would assist in that situation. 

Hills asked about the anticipated delivery of rules 
and regulations for subdivisions, and Santos said she was 
waiting to hear back from Town Counsel John Witten. 

Member Chris Collings, a River Road resident, 
asked for an update of The Stone Rooster. Hills reminded 
him that the last time the applicant appeared before the 
board, a parking plan was requested. “We don’t have 
anything yet,” said Hills, so plans for the Route 6 bar / 
restaurant establishment cannot progress until that matter 
is addressed to the board’s satisfaction.

In opening the scheduled continued public hearing 
for the application filed by Sherman Briggs and Hamblin 
Homes, Inc. for the construction of 28 townhouses at 
Spring and Mill Streets, Saltonstall told the board that 
Briggs’ action means the board will not be discussing 
“that business for a while.” 

As a point of order, Town Planner Doug Guey-Lee 
suggested that Briggs’ October 20 letter indicating the 
developer’s withdrawal of the special-permit application 
without prejudice be read into the record. 

The board voted to close the public hearing and 
voted to accept the application’s withdrawal without 
prejudice. 

In other business, the board voted to appropriate no 
more than $250 to send Guey-Lee to CPTC classes, which 
Saltonstall characterized as “good learning to be done 
there about being a good Planning Board member.” 

The board also voted to approve the payment of 
$1,121.27 to the Southeastern Regional Planning and 
Economic Development District (GRPEDD) for its work on 
Marion’s Open Space and Recreation Plan. 

Hills said that the work on the plan began several 
years ago, and he expects a final draft on the project this 
week. Hills further explained that the plan needs to meet 
the approval of the Stewards of Community Open Space, 
a committee made up of officials representing the town 
and outside agencies such as the Sippican Lands Trust, 
before it is ultimately vetted by the town.

Once again coming before the Rochester 
Conservation Commission were members of Renewable

Zach Souza, both questioned the necessity of the five-pole Digital Imaging - no messy impressions 
cluster. Several times, Ouimet confirmed that this aspect | 


of the project is dictated by the utility, but he said he Affordable Treatment Options 
would discuss the matter with Eversource for clarification. Most Insurances Accepted 
Ouimet also offered to meet with the abutters at the site to 
try and seek options. 

Blanchard pointed out that the original conceptual 
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drawings called for underground utilities, not overhead 
wiring, and that the poles being planned are “gigantic.” 
Souza called the poles “disgusting.” 

Other matters discussed included pending approval 
by the state for a dual-use permit that would grant the 
developer permission for agricultural activities under 
raised solar panels. Ouimet said that, although the state 
had not yet granted such permission, the developer is 
moving forward as though it would. 

The issue of screening from the pond side of the 
array was also discussed. Commissioner Ben Bailey, who 
is also a Planning Board member, said that the Planning 
Board is requiring complete screening from the water 
side. He went so far as to suggest “plastic” trees if need 
be. 

The hearing was continued to November 16. 

Also continued to November 16 was a hearing 
that was reopened to discuss a Notice of Intent filing by 
A.D. Makepeace Company for property known as Morse 
Swamp Reservoir, filed after an Enforcement Order was 
issued by the commission on December 16, 2020. 

Bill Madden of G.A.F. Engineering, representing the 
cranberry grower, brought the commission up to speed 
on preliminary restoration planning for the site. He noted 
that dredged spoils would be used for various roadway 
improvements inside the agricultural site and that 
planting plans would be forthcoming with a spring start 
date. 
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An NOI filed by Kristen and Matthew Costa for 
property located at 70 Ryder Road received an Order of 
Conditions after the couple described plans to build an 
attached garage with a second-floor office space. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for Tuesday, November 16, at

New Agent Has Local Ties 
Mattapoisett Board of Health

Gail Joseph recently accepted the challenge of 
becoming the new Board of Health agent — not in just any 
town, but her own town, Mattapoisett. 

Joseph is a 1975 graduate of Old Rochester Regional 
High School and grew up attending local elementary 
schools. 

You may know her as your 
neighbor or the once-upon-a- 
time baker and proprietor of 
Gail’s Goodies, a shop Joseph 
ran from 2007 to 2014. Before 
that she was a baker at the 
original Shipyard Galley and, 
before that, was a regional 
manager of a retail grocery 
chain’s bakery department. 
Joseph indeed has a robust 
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background in the food industry. 

A career move into the public sector is a shift, 
but, again, Joseph is not new to the demands and 
responsibilities associated with public health and its many 
facets. 

From 2014 to 2021, Joseph was a member of the City 
of New Bedford Public Health/ Environmental Health 
Division, which handles everything from inspecting body- 
art businesses to investigating trash-related complaints, 
rodent control, burial permits and, last but not least, food 
protection programs and inspections. 

Joseph said that the emergence of COVID-19 put 
everyone in the public health sector on high alert and 
with additional duties. When asked what she thought 
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her biggest challenge will be in the early months of her 
tenure, Joseph didn’t hesitate: “The transfer station.” On 
this point, Joseph believes educating the public will be 
high on her list. 

“People don’t understand that it is no longer a 
dump but is a transfer station. Everything that we have to 
touch at the station costs the town money,” said Joseph, 
explaining all the hidden costs this enterprise fund 
must bear. “When disposing of large bulky items such 
as recliners, couches, [and] bed frames, people should 
separate the metal parts and dispose of them in the metal 
piles.” The remaining skeleton of the former furniture 
should be placed in the construction dumpsters, she said. 

Joseph said that residents using the transfer station 
can help by also understanding that household trash is 
kitchen and bath rubbish, not appliances, toys, clothing, 
electronics, and the beforementioned furniture. 

“Clothing, shoes, rags and such, are considered 
textiles and should be placed in the appropriate bins 
or donated,” Joseph advised. Continuing, she said, 
“Corrugated cardboard can be recycled, as can bottles and 
cans.” But, again, she cautioned that placing items in the 
correct receptacle is paramount. 

Above all else, Joseph wants people to understand 
the importance of being a partner in helping the transfer 
station operation. “Please do not put trash where it 
doesn’t belong.” 

Public health careers require not only education and 
training, but education and training on a wide array of 
topics. Joseph lists training and certifications in hoarding, 
pool and spa operations, Massachusetts housing and 
lead paint testing, soil evaluations, FDA Food Code, and 
system inspections for on-site wastewater, to name a few. 
She is a member of the Massachusetts Environmental 
Health Association, National Environmental Health 
Association, and Massachusetts Health Officers 
Association.

Brandt Point Village Surety a Legal Matter 
Mattapoisett Planning Board

A local attorney and a Planning Board member 
came to loggerheads during the November 1 meeting of 
the Mattapoisett Planning Board when the issue of surety 
in the form of subdivision lots being held was raised for 
consideration. 

Attorney John Mathieu, representing Christian 
Farland, the new owner of Brandt Point Village, spoke to 
the possibility of the board holding lots as surety versus 
cash or a bond. Before Mathieu spoke, Farland said under 
his corporate banner Seaport Homes the beleaguered 
subdivision was inspected and that the septic and 
drainage systems were found in excellent working order. 
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Farland said he began his career as a civil engineer, 
a profession he is continuing, and as such would 
have designed the same type of septic system for the 
subdivision. He said that a punch list of items left 
incomplete by the former owners could and should be 
completed at the end of the build-out, but those would 
have to wait until the spring. Farland said he hoped the 
board would favor the option of holding six lots while he 
continues construction of three others presently needing 
foundations before the winter freeze. 

The suggestion became contentious, finding Mathieu 
and fellow board member Janice Robbins digging their 
heels into differing opinions with respect to surety. 

Robbins said, “This development has a tough history 
and is currently in default,” referring to a $1,500,000 
surety being held by a lender. “Holding lots is not surety, 
but cash or a bond is. “I’m not judging you,” Robbins told 
Farland, “... but you’ve inherited a troubled project.” 

Mathieu said that while Farland is not taking 
over the entire subdivision but instead has purchased a 
number of lots, he is assuming some responsibility for 
incomplete sites. 

On the matter of the surety, which Robbins said 
was in default, Mathieu stated that lots were allowable, 
restating, “There is a lender’s surety of $1.5 million, 
but you’ve done nothing about it.” He said it is the 
responsibility of the board to call in the cash surety. He 
said his client is trying to improve matters. Robbins 
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pressed on that lots are not a form of surety, and Mathieu 
countered that they are a safeguard that work will be 
completed and, if not, the town could sell them. 

Planning Board Chairman Tom Tucker spoke up, 
saying, “I’m shutting this down.” He said that everyone 
was just “spinning their wheels,” that it is a legal matter 
and as such town counsel would be brought in to handle 
the question of surety. 

The majority of the board was in agreement to grant 
Farland permission to move ahead in securing building 
permits for the three lots he wants to build out now, with 
Robbins and fellow board member Karen Field voting in 
the negative. 

For his part, Farland said he is willing to meet with 
the board on a monthly basis to keep the town apprised 
of all matters relating to the project. On the matter of 
changing the name of the development from Brandt Point 
Village to Seaport Homes, Tucker cautioned Farland 
not to call it Seaport Homes One, suspecting that public 
sentiment would not react positively to any implication of 
a potential Seaport Homes Two. Farland agreed. 

In other matters, the board met with Randall Lane 
Solar, LLC representative Beals and Thomas Inc., and 
while some progress was made on moving the large 
commercial solar array to permitting, a sticking point on 
the existing roadway reemerged. Agreement was reached 
on the amount of the decommissioning surety ($451,000) 
and number of replacement trees per acre (12 trees), also

agreed upon was that the project no longer needs to meet 
certain flood-zone regulations because the project has 
been reduced in size. 

The matter of why and how two plans for the 
proposed acreage show two different road widths — one 
at 14 feet and one at 16 feet — was discussed for nearly 30 
minutes. It was finally determined that the road from the 
beginning of the review process has always been shown 
with two widths, a reflection of the pre-existing roadway 
condition and that width approved by the Mattapoisett 
Fire Department. It was determined that written approval 
is still needed from the fire chief. The site plan hearing 
was continued until November 15, and a subdivision 
Approval Not Required (ANR) until December 6. 

Good news for Mattapoisett’s new fire station came 
in the form of a unanimous Planning Board vote that 
the project has completed site plan review and can now 
apply for a building occupancy permit from the Building 
Department. 

Questions were raised regarding the new traffic 
signals currently under construction on Route 6. However, 
that is a separate contract currently under the control of 
the Massachusetts Department of Transportation, Tucker 
said. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning Board 
is scheduled for Monday, November 15, at 7:00 pm. 


Dumpster Regulations in Works 
Marion Board of Health

The Marion Board of Health is confident that the 
financial teeth in Health Agent Ana Wimmer’s proposal 
for new dumpster regulations will deter recent problems 
from recurring. 

In her update to the board during Tuesday’s 
scheduled Zoom meeting, Wimmer outlined the 
results of research she conducted of other towns’ 
codes and practices and reported her findings with a 
recommendation for the framework for new regulations 
for dumpsters and wells in Marion. 

It is expected that Wimmer will soon deliver a 
document to the board titled, “Storage and Removal 
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of Garbage Refuse,” after which a public hearing will 
be scheduled to discuss and potentially adopt as new 
regulation, possibly as early as the board’s next meeting 
on November 16. 

Based on a recent incident at Marconi Village that 
resident Eileen Marum, herself an elected official in 
town serving on the Planning Board and the Energy 
Management Committee, brought to the board’s attention, 
much of the focus in the proposed regulations will be on 
communication. 

Main points of the proposal are as follows: 
Permanent and temporary dumpsters must be permitted 
unless it is present less than a day; temporary dumpsters 
are limited to seven days; permanent dumpsters require 
trash pickup at east every seven days, and full dumpsters 
shall not remain on site for over 24 hours. 

Should dumpsters be non-compliant, the Board 
of Health will have the authority to call for emergency 
pickup, bill the cost, and levy a fine to the owner to cover 
any associated expenses. 

Board member Dot Brown said she likes the 
inclusion of the owner paying for the extra pickup and 
paying a fine, calling the measures the “only way to make 
sure it happens.” She continued, “I would encourage 
that we charge the fine and that the fine keeps going on 
up.” An unclean site, suggested Brown, should warrant a 
warning, maybe two warnings, then start enacting fines. 
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“Again, it seems to be the only thing that helps. ... [have a 
feeling it won't [happen] very often.” 

Wimmer listed clerical and physical regulations 
involving record keeping so responsibility can be more 
readily established when there is a problem. Residential 
dumpsters would be used solely for household garbage, 
thereby prohibiting contractors performing renovations 
from using them to dispose of their debris. 

A mandatory 6-foot-high enclosure would provide 
space for handicapped access, along with an impervious 
surface under the container. It will be the responsibility 
of the owner to maintain a clean and sanitary condition 
(already in Chapter 2 of the board’s regulations), tight- 
fitting covers, and metal or durable material. 

Any trash hauling would require licenses via 
the Board of Health, any pickups not on time must 
be accompanied by communication when issues, and 
garbage must be transferred to a solid waste facility. 

Before Wimmer began her report, Marion Board 
of Health Chairman Dr. Ed Hoffer clarified that 
dumpsters by and large have not been an issue in 
town, that restaurants’ dumpsters fall under separate 
regulations, and most other dumpsters have been an 
issue. Hoffer referenced two complaints this fall brought 
by Marum about the dumpster at Marconi Village after 
the construction workers loaded it up to the point the 
residents were forced to take extreme measures to 
dispense of their own waste. 

Eagerly awaiting an opportunity to address the 
meeting, Marum considered details of the situation at 
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Marconi to be crucial to the public’s understanding of the 
communications aspect and to correct any misinformation 
out there. 

She said that debris from refurbishment work, 
cleaning material and paint, were placed in the dumpster 
that residents are by contract allowed exclusive use. 
“Some tenants kept the trash in their apartments, some 
brought it to their children’s homes,” said Marum, noting 
that a huge pile of plastic bags sat atop the dumpster as a 
result of the conditions. 

Marum also said the dumpster was resultantly 
infested with flies, bees, squirrels, mice, and potentially 
rabid animals. “Not only were elderly tenants exposed 
to disease, but neighboring residents, children, and 
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businesses were placed at risk,” she said. 

Hoffer told Marum, “You sound like you're trying 
to convince the converted,” but Marum asked to continue 
in order to point out conflictual information she was 
given when she tried as a resident to get answers from 
SK Management (building manager) and Republic (trash 
company). 

Hoffer assured Marum that the board is “working to 
address your concerns.” 

Marum said she learned that the pickup cost would 
have been $217 and suggested that to be the reason why 
Republic was not notified of the need. 

Hoffer suggested an additional fine in a future case 
such as that one. 

Wimmer added Little Neck Village to the sites 
experiencing problems with trash pickup. 

Wimmer’s report to the board on potential well 
regulations was substantially briefer, covering prior 
discussion that showed a consensus toward more frequent 
testing for E. coli and other contaminants if the well is 
within 1,000 feet of a cranberry bog or other agricultural 
property. 

The new twist is a proposed requirement that well 
owners sign a document stating that they will not use 
agricultural wells for drinking water (town officials 
suspect some residents may be tying the purposes 
together, albeit illegally, due to substantial cost savings). 

Board member John Howard asked if Wimmer’s 
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proposal for well testing is consistent with other towns. 
Wimmer said with “some of them,” yes, but that the 
recent boil order justifies going beyond. 

Hoffer said at least a dozen towns in Massachusetts 
have a regulation like what Marion has in mind. “We 
would not be an outlier,” he said. “Not even a little,” 
added Brown. 

In her Public Health Director / Nurse Report, Lori 
Desmarais told the board there are eight active COVID-19 
cases, down from 41 when the board last met. 

There were 71 positive cases in Marion in October, 
up from 39 in September, and there has been one positive 
so far in November as of Tuesday. 

Sippican Elementary School had two current 
positives as of October 28, while Old Rochester Regional 
Junior High had one person in quarantine, one positive 
test, and seven total for the school year. At the high 
school, there have also been two positive tests this 
academic year; none were in the test and stay program 
and none were in quarantine. 

Tabor Academy continues testing on Thursdays and 
reports one positive result out of 100 people tested, and 
six since the start of the school year. 

Desmarais anticipated news last month of approval 
for half-dose boosters of the Moderna vaccine. She also 
has attended discussions where approval for ages 5-11 
were being held. 

A drive-thru COVID-19 booster clinic has been 
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scheduled for Friday, November 5, from 9:00 am to noon 
at the Cushing Community Center; there were over 130 
registered as of Tuesday. Desmarais said the clinic is 
capped at 140 but that she can call on Fire Chief Brian 
Jackvony to gain approval to expand or add stations. 
She also said Marion could schedule another booster 
clinic. There are 200 doses available (10 vials that can be 
punctured 20 times). 

The town has distributed 600 doses of flu vaccine 
in clinics so far this season, including a recent clinic held 
at Little Neck Village. No more clinics are scheduled, 
but Marion has a limited number of high- and low-dose 
vaccine and has conducted home visits. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of Health is 
scheduled for Tuesday, November 16, at 4:00 pm. 


Learning Resources Seek Greater Exposure 
ORR School Committee

Old Rochester Regional Psychologist Philip Allessi 
addressed the ORR School Committee during its October 
20 meeting to talk about social-emotional learning, a 
familiar staple of ORR curriculum but one that for many 
feels largely untapped. 

With a private practice and work at reputable 
colleges and schools, Allessi discussed social-emotional 
learning and the responsive classroom, a model that 
facilitates the mainstreaming of social-emotional learning 
with academics. 

Allessi summarized the staffing at the high school 
and junior high. 

In the junior high are two guidance counselors, 

a social worker, one school psychologist, and one 
Individual Support Program (ISP) special-education 
teacher. In the high school are three guidance counselors, 
two social workers, one school psychologist - “That guy is 
really busy,” and two ISP special-education teachers. 

Committee Chair Heather Burke described herself 
as having come into the ORR District as an elementary- 
school parent focused on academic rigor, but she heard 
all the discussion about social-emotional learning and 
thought her ideas were unwelcome until she learned what 
social-emotional learning means. 
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“(ORR HS Principal) Mike Devoll was very good 
explaining to me that they’re not in conflict with each 
other, but in order for people to learn they have to be not 
anxious,” said Burke. “You know, the information won’t 
come in.” 

Allessi agreed, saying, “You can’t really process if 
you're in a state of anxiety and depression, it’s going to be 
really difficult.” 

Noting that her child will be entering the junior high 
next year, committee member Frances Kearns asked if the 
information laying out the resources and services can be 
centralized so that people can be aware of it. 

Burke said that ORR needs more repetitive efforts 
to match up against the regular activities that reveal the 
need to tap into the resources. She said the Joint School 
Committee plans to hold a discussion on the matter. 

Superintendent of Schools Mike Nelson pointed out 
staffing increases over recent years. 

Committee member Matthew Monteiro suggested 
an even deeper dive into the role of school psychologist, 
for instance, perhaps sending home information with a 
student so a family could learn enough to get through the 
stereotypical reaction and maybe even take advantage of 
the opportunities presented. 


Senior High School Assistant Principal Vanessa 
Harvey and Junior High School Assistant Principal Kelly 
Chouinard shared proposed amendments to the Student 
Handbook for 2021-22. 

One change at the high school level is changing 
the result of missing a final exam. Presently it results in 
failure of a course; the proposed change would result in 
failure of that exam pending arrangements to schedule a 
makeup test. 

Another proposal will treat three instances of 
tardiness as one absence. 

Harvey said dress code is a controversial subject. 
Clothing must cover undergarments and cannot be see- 
through. Safety has replaced gender identification as a 
focal point. “It’s not a huge change in policy, it’s more the 
presentation of that,” she explained. 

In order to leverage the return of school-owned 
Chromebooks, Harvey said a new proposed change 
would require the students exchange their cell phones as 
collateral to borrow a Chromebook for the school day. 

“It’s not a consequence, it’s just a reminder because 
the first thing the students go for when they leave school 
is their cell phone,” she explained. 

Students will now be allowed to charge their phones

Violet. Starring Olivia Munn and Justin Theroux. 
Directed by Justine Bateman. Running time: 92 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. Now playing at select theaters; coming 
to video-on-demand Nov. 9. 

Olivia Munn has been on my radar since 2006, 
when she started as one of the hosts of G4’s goofball 
gamers-and-geeks program Attack of the Show. Even then, 
when the show had her jumping into a giant chocolate pie 
wearing a French maid outfit, Munn had a certain spark 
and wit, and perhaps an aptitude for things beyond farce. 
All she needed, I thought, was for someone to notice. In 
the years since, Munn has appeared in this and that, as a 
lead or as support, but it took the former actress Justine 
Bateman — maybe not coincidentally also underestimated 
— to bring the best out of Munn. 

Violet, which Bateman wrote and directed, is a 
highly interiorized psychodrama in which Munn, as the 
eponymous movie-production exec, deals with intrusive 
sounds, images, and an inner male voice, all telling her 
she’s not good enough. Using editing tricks as well as an 
effective technique of slowly turning the screen red to 
suggest Violet’s growing anger, Bateman puts us inside 
Violet’s head, feelings, wants and needs and fears. She 
makes it look easy, and some viewers may shrug and 
say “Is that all there is?” 
— but I'd like to point out how rare it is these days for 


— the film is not plot-bound 


a filmmaker to make time to get to know a woman. It’s 
a true feminist work, and it doesn’t pretend the usual 
suspects (men, work, family, friends) will fix what’s 
wrong with Violet. 

And what is wrong? Violet has a flashback to 
her unpleasant mother chastising her as a little girl for 
backing out of helping a friend. We gather that Violet 
learned to tamp her emotions down and keep everyone 
else happy while ignoring her own happiness. She 
developed an inner critic (voiced by Justin Theroux) that 
keeps telling her things like “Be nice” or “You’re a baby.” 
Violet’s genuine thoughts and wants are written on the 
screen as she interacts with people who don’t really care

what she wants. Since the inner voice once advised her to 


leave candles burning in an apartment she shared with a 
boyfriend, you’d think she’d stop listening to it, but such 
things are much easier said than done. 

Charismatic and convincingly torn up inside, 
Munn is pretty much front and center throughout. She 
takes inspiration from the screen-written thoughts about 
feeling uncomfortable in her own skin; about the only 
person Violet might feel okay talking to is her lifelong 
friend Red (Luke Bracey), a screenwriter. If we ask 
why Violet’s milieu is Hollywood, the answer might be 
that Bateman is writing what she knows. It also allows 
for conflicts involving what Violet wants to produce; 
her pet project is a poetic indie script called Fox Run, 
though her boss (Dennis Boutsikaris) knows it has a slim 
chance of getting financed. At first, the boss seems to 
drop his mask and show his true misogynist colors a bit 
quickly, but Bateman is saying that this is what happens 
when a powerful man’s ego is pinpricked, his privilege 
challenged. We remember that insecure men are generally 
the ones who determine which, and whose, stories we are 
told in movies. Bateman’s two male co-producers must be 
secure indeed. 

Violet is not man-bashing, though. A few women 
also annoy or disrespect Violet, and the root of her 
self-loathing appears to be her mother. Bateman’s own 
leanings are apparent in the casting, which brings back 
women who haven't been in movies much of late — Laura 
San Giacomo, Bonnie Bedelia, Anne Ramsay, Colleen 
Camp. The crew, though, is gender-mixed, as we see in 
a post-credits montage of various technicians, ending 
with Bateman herself, passing by the camera and pausing 
for a smile, a pose, a peace gesture. Their efforts have 
given us a supple and empathetic story of a woman who 
needs to start listening to herself, if her self is still in there 
somewhere. 
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Healey has given presentations about the history 
behind her novels to hundreds of libraries, book clubs, 
and organizations around the country, including through 
the Jewish Book Council Network and the American Red 
Cross. She is also the host of Historical Happy Hour, 

a monthly webinar and podcast featuring premiere 
historical fiction authors and their latest novels. 

A graduate of the University of New Hampshire and 
Northeastern University, Healey shares a home north of 
Boston with her husband, two daughters, and two cats. 
Copies of her new book will be available for purchase 
during the annual meeting.

The current exhibit at the museum (which will be 
open most Sundays until Thanksgiving) has a variety of 
items, including a section on military history.

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Relating his experiences caring for endangered 
whales, a veterinarian and marine scientist shows we can 
all share in the salvation of these imperiled animals. 

The image most of us have of whalers includes 
harpoons and intentional trauma. Yet, eating 
commercially caught seafood leads to whales’ 
entanglement and slow death in rope and nets, and the 
global shipping routes that bring us readily available 
goods often lead to death by collision. We — all of us — are 
whalers, Moore contends. But we do not have to be. 

Drawing on over 40 years of fieldwork with 
humpback, pilot, fin, and, in particular, North Atlantic 
right whales — a species whose population has declined 
more than 20-percent since 2017 — Moore takes us with 
him as he performs whale necropsies on animals stranded 
on beaches, in his independent research alongside whalers 
using explosive harpoons, and as he tracks injured whales 
to deliver sedatives. The whales’ plight is a complex, 
confounding, and disturbing one. We learn of existing but 
poorly enforced conservation laws and of perennial (and 
often failed) efforts to balance the push for fisheries profit 
versus the protection of endangered species caught by 
accident. 

But despite these challenges, Moore’s tale is an 
optimistic one. He shows us how technologies for 
rope-less fishing and the acoustic tracking of whale 
migrations make a dramatic difference. And he looks 
ahead with hope as our growing understanding of these 
extraordinary creatures fuels an ever-stronger drive for 
change.
